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Matsus Can Fall 
To Communists 
At High Price 


Expert Observers 
Soy Casualty Rate 
W o u ld Be Terrific 
TAIPEI, Formosa UP)—The vul­ 
nerable Matsu Islands, lying al­ 
most within the shadow of the Red 
Chinese mainland, could fall to the 
Communists at any time—if t h e 
Reds wanted to pay the price. 
T hat’s the estimate of expert ob­ 
servers here, but they say an as­ 
sault probably would cost the Com­ 
munists three times the casualties 
the Chinese Nationalists would suf­ 
fer. 
Reds Need Time 
Qualified quarters here said they 
could see nothing to indicate huge 
attack against the Matsus is near. 
These sources, who declined to be 
named, insist the Reds need much 
more time to build up. 
The term “the Matsus,” is, for 
convenience, applied to the seven 
islands held by the» Nationalists off 
the mainland port of Foochow, 
capital of Fukien province, a n d 
about 100 miles northwest of F or­ 
mosa. 
The islands have a total area of 
less than 12 square miles. Five lie 
south of the Huangchi Peninsula in 
this order Kaoteng, Peikantang, 
Matsu, West White Dog and East 
White Dog. 
Kaoteng is four miles from the 
Huangchi Peninsula. 
The two other Nationalist-held is­ 
lands of the Matsu group are Lang- 
tao and Yinshan. 
If anything holds back the Reds, 
experts here think, the reasons are 
political rather than military. They 
are likely to attack when the polit­ 
ical climate is favorable. 
The Reds have several courses 
open to them. They could strike at 
the Heart of the M atsus—the island 
of Matsu itself. Or they could move 
on stepping-stone’s —as in the Tach 
en area. There they took Yikiang- 
shan, where 720 guerrillas report­ 
edly died rather than surrender. 
Yikiangshan brought the Reds 
within eight miles of the Tachens. 
Painful Decision 
Then, what Chiang Kai-shek call­ 
ed a painful decision, was m ade— 
a pullout. It was covered by the 
U.S. 7th Fleet and without inter­ 
ference. 
This time, though, Chiang says: 
No more retreat. 
An estim ated 11,000 civilians live 
in the Matsus. Reports that they 
were being evacuated to Formosa 
have proved unfounded. 
The num ber of troops garrison­ 
ing the islandis estimated about 
one division, which would be about 
11,000 men.

The House Bill which would have 
added a few acres to the cotton 
allotments for the benefit particul­ 
a r ly of small producers was de­ 
f e a t e d 111 thi* Senate on Thursday. 
Both of the Senators from Alissou- 
ri supported the legislation which 
was voted down after the adoption 
of an am endm ent to increase acre­ 
age 
allotments 
for 
wheat. 
This 
mean.- that the 1955 cotton allot­ 
m e n ts as originally made, w i l l 
stand. Your Representative w a s 
one of the sponsors of the House 
bill which would have given Alis- 
souri an additional 12,000 acres, 3,- 
000 of which would have gone dir­ 
ectly to small producers who in the 
past have produced 5 acres or less. 
The remaining 9,000 acres w-ould 
have gone to each of the counties 
on a pro rata basis. 
Consideration of the bill to re­ 
store 90 per cent price supports, 
which was to have been taken up 
in the House Inst week, has been 
postponed until after the Easter 
recess, and now it wiU probably 
be the week of April 18 before a 
voti win he taken.
